For some time now your Editor, has noticed a number of sighting reports cited 
in one or two of the latest books of the Ufo subject, wdiich has caused-him some 
conem. in that , the authors in all good faith possibly have tak..'i the story 
secondhand from someone who has reported a particular sighting to them , and 
put it into p".';it believing-it to be ex^^tly as the informer has stated. 

However in cases in particular, the stf^ies of the sig’itings as given to 
them have been either grossly exagerated , or in some, cases, completely dis¬ 
torted facts added to the incident. 

he feels, brings up a. poi^t which more than ever seems to require a set 
^aniard of not only investigation.but of the reports reci'WWd, and in some cases 
of those giving or investigating the reports. 

Wo are well aware of the necessity to be cautious of hoax and deception.' 
but on the other hand , it is also just as necessary to be s\ire,wo as UFO 
Reporters do not exagerate or blow up the story to fit our. ovm ideas, or 
conceptions, eitherway . 

First let us consider, the matter which aroused your Editor’s concern -. 

T»70 accounts given as written in the books were not as the actual incident 
occurred,in fact they were greatly c OAfitorted. Now this distortion may have 
been the fault of the one who relayed the story to the authors, or it could have 
been tho initial investigators, but cne can .^ardly think that this is so^ 
when comparing the story of that in the book and that of the original tapo re 
cording made by the investigatori although it must be admitted he did make lead¬ 
ing questions to the obeervers. A thing which wo feel is not good reporting;- 
The claim made in the book was that theT^ were 20 other witnesses, when there 
was nothing of the sorti even tho only other single witness of the incident , 
accord,;^ to the taperecording evidence. WAS NOT THERE TfHESI THE ACTU/Jj LANDING 
TOOK PLACE ETC. but came up after I So that the story is obly based on tho 
evidence of onelad and not 20 others as stated. 

Further to this case, nothing is said of a T.V. show given a few days before, 
in which a similar ” space man " was shown to the public, and surely had 
tho young observer seen this..or his pal, this could have greatly inx'luencod his 
imagination of the story. T.^is same story cites another witness who lived 
nearby, and wh. was supposed to have had an urge to go inside at the precise- 
time of the i..o.:.ient. Your Editor spoke to this man , and he said he was OUT 
SIDE all the time and ”SA¥ NOTHING " 

In t!>e light of such evidence we would like to know who is fooling who. ?.

signed as investigators, which raises my point, that not only must the ob¬ 
servers be " of good report” , but the men v/ho investigate should have quali¬ 
fications v/hich place them beyond the doubts of those who aro ever ready to find 
loopholes in our work. 

Lots take a man, who is say, highly emotional, tending tc great excitement^ 
hhosc wor ds and phrases of sittings are full, of ” fantastic" , Marvellous" 
etc otc. and one whose outlook is to get all the limoligat ho can. 

Ho 7/ can such a man be woll balanced in reporting an incident. Docs not his 
very temperamcn'^ cause him to color everything with the exhuberance,his own 
emotionalism i psychotic traits# so vividly dispisy. 

On the other hand, lets take a man who is very determined to remain scientific 
Horn th case goes to the other extreme. Possible ho may bo in a position which 
p'’' it very necessary for him to be not merely cautious , but OVER CAUTSUOS 
his investigation will be restricted by this very over scientific atti- 
.aG. and ho may be so anxious to see tho mote in the other fellows evidence 
that he cannot see the weakness in his o-^n ap'^''cach of lack of open minded ap-

Tliarc. arc obviously so many things to tako into account whon investigating 
a sighting report, too much is placed often on the object, weather, and none 
..aroly is taken into account of tho observer .. which may more than ever ac¬ 
count for v/hat may appear to be a most sincere report, but when tho personal 
matters aro taken into account, may cause agreat deal of doubt to fail on the 
observers report. 

Let mo quote an instance from our experience in UPOPIi. 

A woman gives an account of having scon a sai '".or land • and a space man land^ 
otc etc with all thcTrxmmings of a real classic landing. Adamski stylo.

But cn investigation . althoug-. she said she 
had never read anything about Flying Saucers. It was lator dound out that sho 
had borrowed Adamskis first book from a library. This was tl c first flaw in 
her story. Tho second was that she was at the ago of lifo when hallucinations 
can bo common to v/omon. Tho monopause period . and from people v/ho knew her. 
it was found sho was ** fond of romancing**. 

Now who in tho light of such evidence would give this story front line billing 
or place it in tho first class incident category . ???• 

iinothor case. A Seaman produces a photo v/hich ho claims he took from a ship 
ho was on. On ^ i surface this seerr.od a real good case and a rc^l good photo. 

The T.V. gav " head linos and the papers, and so did some otner UFO invest¬ 
igators, but lot mo rolato some evidence wo found in this case which made us 
witlohold from claiming it as genuine, and judge for yourse Ives. 

T' ith another investigator, we went to the ship to interview him we found 
' y co-operativoj ho claimed he was not after money, Note this, yet later 
jij tcld us he was arranging to r.gcll the ri^h'S of his story toa paper combine. 
But that ii not all. 

Ir story he told to us and the press, ho said that he was on board when he 
v;as taking the photo of the moon, and saw tho object, he called to his mates 
who wore lO^ilJ, Note that, in the T.V room to come and take a look.at it.

One other thing which made us wonder was. that on the first visit he said his 
salary was a certain amount, and therefor he had no hood to n.Tice money out of 
the photo which was a pure hobby of his. Tho next visit ho said his salary was 
another £10 more than he stated tho day before. Now why the necessity to 
give two figures, ? in either case it had no bearing on the genuiness of the 
photo.EXCEPT his statement he was not out ot make money, which he kept repeating 
yet later he said he was negotiating for such . 

The above cases will show that any investig"ior must not bo overruled by 
more enthusiasm, or emotion,but got down to hard facts and weigh the evidence 
but it appears from even tho above case that what was Avant , was a good sight 
ing st.?ry and any evidence which may cloud such a story as being " fantastic" 
would not be taken into consideration, this is natural to any invoitigatox* who 
wants limelight and the expense of TRUTH . 

Of course tho reverse side of the over zealous scientific investigator can 
do just as much damage to a GOOD report, in tho reverse, by being so objective 
that they blind themselves with objectivasess and cannot sec the TRUTH because 
of their unwillingness to see something which does not fit their pattern of 
ideas. 

All this brings us to the conclusion, that more and more wo need to have invest 
igators who r: only sift out the sittings of GOOD REPORT, bv'*' also they,them¬ 
selves can 7, ...i the test of examination if they be of GOOD IcLPORT or not. 

God save us from tho highly strung eanotional reporters whoso only aim is to 
get some " fantastic " report to make themselves good publicity in the eyes of 
^ xilly women , many of whom are frustrated, and wanting thrills, or 
- i.nvoetigator who so puts the questions to the observer that bo puts into 
iiis mouth what ho the investigator FANTS ft gv ts. say . 

OR just as dangerous is the investigator who crushes the spirit of some ob- 
s :rA/cr, and even makes him feel a fool, because he is so scientific???? that 
he refuses to face evidence simply because he cannot find it fits into HIS 
text book, or worse.maybe it may interfere with his job,or iJ.3 chances of pro¬ 
motion if he was to face the TRUTHi

But we must insist we keep our feet ^n the ground and bo willing to 
weigh all the evidence, noy only in the light of known science today , but also 
of the science whichv/e are Just beginning to find ourselves in the kindergarten 
stage, the science of tho mind, and other dj. ^mnsions. of which could reverse 
many of our prc;sent theories, as much as has 3ur own weeny attempts into tho 
space world of our astronauts.for we have not oven touched t'^c fringe of what 
possibilities lie ahead there. 

hlio then would be so egotistical as to claim we know hov/ to Judge every sigliting 
report, if we limit ourselves to the kindergarten of space knowledge. 

None of us are perfect, but at least we can strive that we shall at least avoid 
the pitfalls outlined above as investigators, and may it be said of us indeed 
that we and our work is of GOOD REPORT . ”

PLEA TO U.N. ON SAUCERS.

Flying Saucer enthusiasts from 24 countries have called on the United Nat:ons 
to establish " official contact" with people from outer space and their gov¬ 
ernment s. 

The call came in the form of a resolution passed unanimously by the 7th Inter¬ 
national Congress of U.F.O. Researchers who mot at Mains. 

The resolution was tahled by Mr. Colman Von Kewicski, director of the inter¬ 
continental UFO research and analytical network, of New York . 

The resolution called on the U.N. to osrablish " unofficial contact with extr- 
terrestrial beings." 

Also reciev' fee resolution, said Mr. Kewicski, v/ere " 131 legal world 
governments." 

U.F.O. and their occupants were seeking contact with tho world's population 
but "oided facing armed forces, Mr Kewicski said.

People often ask me, "How long have flying saucers been coning to 
our .let?" or "H^ anyone ever net a space-nan face to face?" 

j the best of my knowledge, flyirg saucers, or UPOs to use the more 
a. jptable tern, have been visiting our planetary shores for thousands of 
years! There are also nary accounts in hietory ....ere unusual and "God- 
lilie" beings have appeared in various places and made contact with the 
indigen.ius population. 

Desmond Leslie, in his book "Flying Saucers Have landed", written 
in conjunction with the late George Manski, tells us of many such 
occurrences thru early recorded history. Mr. Leslie, who incidentally is 
related to Ititish royalty, has delved deeply into old historical 
documents, and studied the ancient relics and folk-lore of various 
countries and peoples whon he has net on his extensive^ travels. 

He writes that UPOS were not unknown to t.he Red Indians of North 
jJmerica, certain of the native population of Sr rth America, inhabitants of 
the Himalayan region of India, and various other ancient civilisations! 

North American Indian folk-lore contains references to I'onde-haired 
blue-eyed "God-like" men of peace who appeared to them in the da'.m of 
time, and tau^t them certain crafts and aspects of agriculture, then, 
after staying with them for a while, sailed into the skies in their 
"Golden Canoes" and were not seen again. Some people assert that these 
strangers may possibly have been early Nordic explorers, but I personally 
have to be convinced that early Northmen devoted much of their time to 
peaceful pursuits such as agriculture and the promotion of culture! 

Inference may be found regarding UPOs in the "Popul Vuh", the South 
American Quiche "bible" which says "....They (the first race of men) ./ere 
able to know all, and th^ examined the four comers, the four points of 
the arch of the and the ROUND face of the earth!...." The or.'^' ns of 
the above-ment . ^ . d "bible" are lost in antiquity, but are tho’jight to be 
several thousand years old. 

A legend, which also comes to us from South Americq, says: "In the 
older 7 S everyone could f ly.... Every thing was so light, great stones 
soi: moved... " 

"in the old days men could fly ty singing a song, and striking a 
plate...." 

Here v/e have a reference to levitation and the possible use of ultra¬ 
sonics. 

The ancient Sanskrit record, the "Samarangana Sutradhara", states 
that flying machines were manufactured at that time, (approx. 3,000 - 
4,000 years ago) of a light material with a strong, v/ell-shaped body. 

Iron, copper and lead were used in thei-r construction. They could fly for 
great distances and were propelled ty air. A hint is given of the propul¬ 
sion motive, in that they had "fire and mercury at the bottom." 

Let us leave the dawn of history and move on through the early 
Christian era, where some references may be foir.i in the Bible regarding 
our subject. A case in point is the account of tx.j "fiery wheel of Ezekiel."

Now, let us move along to the 13th centuiy, to medieval England.

/imidst all this bucolic simplicity, in the Duchy of Yorkshire 
stood lovely old !^land Abbey, ruled by a pious martinet by the name of 

Heniy the Abbot. Here is a desorii)tion of something veiy strange, that 

happened on the feast day of Saints Simon and Jude, an account of which 
was discovered at Ampleforth Abb^ during Januaiy, 1953f The reference 
was in Latin and the translation is as follov/s: 

’’....took the sheep from V/ilfrid and roasted them, on the feast of 
Saints Simon and Jude. But when Henry the Abbot v/as about to say Grace, 
John, one of the brethren, came in and said *.;here was a ^eat portent 
outside. Then they all ran out, and loJ a large , round silver thing like 
a disc , flew slowly over them and excited the greatest tern/ * l^herat 
Heniy the Abbot immediately cried that V/ilfrid v/as an adulterer, wherefore 
it was impious to The rest is undecipherable, and makes me wonder 

v/hat became of the poor monk so accused! 

Onwards now to the 17th and 18th centuries. 

I6l9* PMlen, Sv/itzerland, where Prefect Christopher Schere saw a long 
fiery cylinder-shaped object fly along above a lake. 
l66l. Hugo flaming things, seen over Worcester, England- 
1731 . December 9* Florence. Strange glows of light seen in the sky. 

1752 . April 15* Stavanger, Norv/ay. Strange bright octagonal objec' seen. 
1762 . iiugust 9* Basle, Switzerland. Astronomers de Rostan at Basle, and 
Croste at Sole eee an enormous, dark, spindle-shaped object surrounded 
by a glowiny c r:er ring, slov/ly crossing the sun’s disc. 

1779* June 6. Boulogne, Prance. Plight of numeiTOus glowing discs passes 
over city. 

Now we come to some highlights of many reports of strange sighting^ 
(VarCvNg the 19 th centuiy. 

)802. February 7* Magdeburg, Germany. Astronomer Pritsch observed a large 
dark disc crossing the sun. 

1315. ilutumn. Edinburgh, Scotland. Large luminous, crescent or heel- 
craft crossing the horizon. 

1818. January I 6 . Ipswich Observatoiy, England. Astronomer Loft observed 
strange object near the sun for nearly 3 j- hours! 

1820. September 7* Embrun, Prance. Wonderfully even formations of flying 
objects cross the tov;m in a straight line, then abruptly turn a 90 
degree angle and fly away again. 

1333. November 13. Niagara Palls, North ikaerica. A large, square luminous 
craft was observed in the sky for over one hour. 

1845* June 18. 36^40’ H latitude, 13'"44* P longitude. Three luminous discs 
rise from the sea ^ a mile from the sh^p ”Victoria”. They are 
described as being ”5 times as big as the moon” and near to be 
connected by glowing streamers. They are seen simultaiieously by 
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"UPOs Thro'u^ the iiges" (3) 

Eciy different observers, as far apart as 900 miles! 

Space will not permit me to enumerate all the sightings of merit 
during the 1800s; sufficient to say that almost eveiy year during that 
centuuy one or more sittings took place at various places on eartfe, and 
ty reputable people. 

Nov/ we come to our present centxiry. I shall skip the many and varied 
sightings which were made prior to 1947 > concentrate mainly on the 
past 20 years, pickuig out those items which I feel will prove of special 
interest. 

1947* July 10. 4 j 47 p.m. A top U. o. astronoa was driving from Clovis to 
Clines in Nev/ Mexico v/ith his wife and teenage daughters when they 
all noticed a curious, bright object almost motionless cmudst the 
clouds.

"The hue of the object was somewhat less v/hite than the li^t 
of Jupiter in a dark sly, not al-uminiun or silver-colored..." 

"The object ilearly exhibited a sort of wobbling motion..." 

"The size of the object would be between I 5 O* and 250' in 
length and 65 ' to 100' in depth." 

1951 * January . 8:30 p.m. Captain Lawrence W. Vinther of Mid-Continent 
Airlin^ ' as ordered by the control tower at Sioirx City .j:port to 
inves u_g<j,<;e a Tbrigiit light over the field. He followed i;he light in 
his DC3 with his co-pilot James P. Bachmeier accompanying him. iJ.1 
at once the light dived head-on at thqm , then passed silently about 
200* above their heads at terrific speed. Wrenching their heads 
around, the pilots were amazed to see that the craft had abruptly 
changed direction, and was flying parallel to the plane about 200' 
away.Thy v/ere able to have a good looi-" at the croft; it was as big 
r if not bigger than,a B 29 » had a cigar-shaped fuselage, -./ith glider- 
type v/ings set well forward, and without ary discernible means of 
propulsion, /ifter a few moments the strange craft increased its 
speed, dived under the BC3> and disappeared. 

The above account? are but two of many hundreds seen in the U.S.A. 
that were 'unable to be positively identified by the U.S. government. 

Combine these accounts v/ith thousands from all over the v/orld and 
you will indeed fonmulate a very formidable picture. Our ov/n iiustralia has 
had many, many visits from these extra-terrestrial craft. Hardly a week 
goes ty without reports arriving at various .investigation centres 
describing strange and curious objects, lights, etc., in our skies. iJ.1 
of these are thorougjily checked out to find that whilst some are sightings 
of natviral phenomena, a vast majority can have no earthly explanation. 

Reports of sittings are increasing all the time, all over the 
world. Governments are concerned with the possibility of an interplanetaiy 
take-over. (The amount of undercover investigation by responsible 
authorities tends to substantiate this apparently wild claim.) 

Leading scientists, astronomers. Physicists and people in high 
positions have stated their positive belief in the existence of these 
extra-terrestrial craft.
